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II. A Journal of a Voyage from England to 
Conftantinople, made in the Tear 1 66%, by 
T. Smith D. D & F. K. S. 

O N Monday Evening AuguH the 3d, 1668. we took 
Barge at Tower-Wharf, and at Greenwich went on 
Board the Bezant Yacht for the Downs, where we arri¬ 
ved the next Day in the Afternoon, and went on Board 
the leopard Frigat, a Ship of 56 Guns mounted, Cap¬ 
tain 0 Bryen Commander, appointed to carry Sir Da¬ 
niel Harvey , his Majefty’s Ambaflador to the Port of 
the Ottoman Emperor at Conftantinople. Here, upon his 
firfl Arrival, the Ambaflador was Complemented by 
Sir Jeremy Smith , then riding Admiral, Sir Edward 
Spragg, and feveral other Commanders of the Men of 
War, and afterwards Saluted with Fifteen Pieces of Or¬ 
dinance by the Admiral, to whom we returned as ma¬ 
ny } then by the Vice-Admiral, and feveral other Ships. 
All which were anfwered together at the fame time with 
ii in the whole. 

Here we were forced to ride for feveral days, the 
Winds being contrary. 

\An Account of the Tides here, taken from this Jour - 
naf is already printed N. 154. p. 564. of thefe 
Tranfaftions.} 

Augufl 9. We (ailed from the Downs, but were foon 
forced back by diftrefs of Weather, and came to an An¬ 
chor S. W. of the South Foreland. 

10. The Wind blew at S. S. W. and the Sea run ve¬ 
ry high, fo that we were in danger of lofing our Cable 
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and Anchor; the Ground, where we rode, at 1 6 Fa¬ 
thom \ water, being fome what gruff. 

if. The Wind coming about at W.N W. we failed, 
and were Saluted with Nine Guns From Dover Caftle, 
and Seven from one Fort, and Five from another. We 
carried a Flag upon our Main-top, after we came out of 
the Downs. The Wind in the Afternoon at N.E. brought 
us by Seven of the Clock to the Mefs, where we lay at 
Anchor during the Tide of Flood: during which time 
the Mariners caught good ftore of Whitings, baiting their 
Hooks with raw Mutton. 

1 6. We were in the Morning athwart St. Helens, 
Point in the IJle of Wight ; where wedifcovered Sir Tho¬ 
mas Alien with his Squadron under fail, bound for the 
Straits. 

ly. In the Morning we got to the Weft of Portland, 
the Wind at N. by E. our Courfe lying thereupon S, 
S. FT. 'but about Noon, failing over part of the Race 
of Portland, where we met with a tumbling Sea, we 
Anchored at the AT. W. part in the Bay, over againft the 
Point that looks towards Weymouth. We were afhore 
in the Ifland,which feems to be but one continued Rock ; 
the Soil in feveral places not being above five or fix In¬ 
ches deep, as I found by digging a hole with my Knife: 
yet the Corn flourifhing enough. The Caftle confifts 
of a double Fortification ; we could not obferve above 
five Guns mounted. They told us, that in the Ifland 
there was but one Church, and four Villages. 

We weighed at twelve of the Clock at Night: But 

18. The Wind blowing fiercely at W. diretftly in our 
teeth, we made but little way, and could not weather 
the Start Point that Night. The Moon upon its firft 
emerging/above the Horizon, feemed to have a colour 
like burnt Brick, the Sky very cloudy: but fome Rain 
falling, as fhe advanced higher and higher, fhe appeared 
more and more fiery. 19,We 
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1 * 9 . We weathered the Start Point by Noon, but 
could not make much way beyond it. 

io. We got into Plymouth Sound. The Cittadel, 
built upon a Rock, with large Counterfcarps and Bafti- 
ons, returned our Salute with nine Guns. Sir Thomas 
Allen with his Fleet flood to the Lizard, and came not 
to an Anchor. 

i t. Mifty weather. About eleven Clock Forenoon, 
and about fix in the Evening, we obferved the Vapours 
in great quantity afcend out of the Sea, foon covering 
the tops of the Mountains. Here we (laid three days, 
taking in fome Provifions, ready prepared for us. 

On Sunday the lyh of AuguH we weighed out of 
Plymouth Sound, and made the Lizard, a Promontory 
in Cornwall^ before Night: the Manacles , feveral Rocks 
fo called, we difcerned very diftinttly,it being then low 
Ebb; as alfo the Lands end. The Wind blew frefh ; and 
we obferved the Waves in the Night time, as if they had 
been liquid fire, but palifh. 

The Lizard bearing N. of us,we changed our Courfe, 
and taking leave of England, we failed into the Ocean* 
God of his Mercy fend us a happy Voyage. 

zq. We run this day thirty nine Leagues by a Com¬ 
pute from our Log-line. 

zf. We were full open with the Bay of Bi/cay. Se¬ 
veral Gulls were hovering over the Surface of the Wa¬ 
ter to catch Fifh, which fwam by in vafl fholes. at a- 
bove fifty Leagues diftance from any Land. 

At other times I have feen feveral Birds floating up¬ 
on the Water, which being driven by fome Tempefl 
from the Coafts of Spain and Portugal , have been tired 
in their flight, and fo drowned. This happens fre¬ 
quently in the great Ocean, where they meet with no 
Land to fly to in feveral hundreds of Leagues: and 
fometimes even in the Mediterranean , in the Mid-Seas

between the Cbriftian and Barbary fllores. In blowing 
weather, among other Birds flying crols, we law a 
Hawk making to our Ship, then under good and (wife 
Sail, which perched upon the round top of the Main- 
mail ,* which one of the Seamen efpying, he pre- 
(ently run up the Shrouds, and brought down the 
Hawk, which made no attempt to fly away, being quite 
fpenr. But not long after , the Hawk recovering his 
fpirits by reft and meat which was given him, took wing 
and got away from the Fellow, notwithftanding all the 
care he took to (ecure his new Adventure,which he ho¬ 
ped to have made Money of at the next Port that we 
(hould come to. 

z6. A ftrong Levant fti'l blowing, and the Sea very 
rough and boifterous, the Gale continuing aimoft right 
a Stern, we run thefe 24 hours above 70 Leagues. 

27. We found our (elves by our obfervations, that 
we were in the Latitude of 42 degrees 17 minutes, and 
began to be very fenfible of our nearer approach to the 
South, the weather being exceffive hot. In the After¬ 
noon we heard the report of (everal Guns fired at about 
(even or eight Leagues diftance, as we guefled. At eight 
of the Clock at Night another Gun was fired fomewhat 
near us, which we thought might be from an Algerine 
Man of War, who gave a fignal to his Conforts, and 
who anfwered by feveral fiafhes of Powder. Where¬ 
upon our Trumpeters founded a Point of War, but no 
return was made. However, the Captain quartered his 
Men, and the Decks were cleared, and all things made 
ready in order to a fight the next Morning; as (bon as 
day appeared, we faw the Sea clear, no Ships being in 
view any way: fo that we concluded that they were 
Merchant Ships, with their Convoy, Handing to the 
Northward. 


a 8.Dread- 
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28. Dreadful Lightnings in the Clouds towards the 
Evening; after which great Dews fell: the weather ex- 
tream hot. 

29. We few a Pilot fifh fwim by the fides of the 
Ship, and feveral Borneo's and Albicores playing, as it 
were , with their Heads above water. The Wind took 
us ihort in the Night, and loon after there was a ftark 
Calm ; and we had great reafon to blefs God for it ; 
For had we continued our Courfe that Night, we had ei¬ 
ther run aground, or had been caft upon the Rocks 
near to Pentche in Portugal. The fault was mif-reckon- 
ing, and haling in too loon to make the Southern Cape: 
though the Seamen, to falve their Credit, and to ex- 
cufe their Error, which had like to have proved fo fatal 
to us, pretended that we were fet in by a {hong Cur¬ 
rent. God make us thankful for this great Delive¬ 
rance. 

30. This Morning we were furprifedto fee our felves 
within four or five Leagues of the Ihore , when we had 
thought that we had been above twenty. In the After¬ 
noon, the Wind coming on frefh, we weathered the 
weftermoft Ifle of the Barlings. On the greateft: of 
which,being, as we guefled, above half a Mile in length, 
the Portuguefe have built a Fort to hinder the Bariary 
Pirates from careening their Ships there , or taking in 
frefh water. The Land of it very high, and bore off 
us S. E. by E. By it lye feveral Rocks. The other 
Iflands are diftant about a League. I told five of them: 
the greateft of which laft lye fomewhere inward to the 
fhore. 

For two Nights together about this time (28 and 29) 
the Sky being very hazy, the Sun fet in a colour as deep 
as blood, which was very aftonifhing. We were then 
in the Latitude of 40. 


31. Be- 
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31, Betimes in the Morning we (ailed by the Rock of 
Lisbon, at tome diftance, which was fcaree difcernible 
by reafon of the cloudinefs of the Weather. Two Turks 
Men of War are now plying to the Windward of us; 
but dare not come up to fpeak with us, perceiving that 
we are only iaden with Powder and Bullet. 

September i. In the Morning we made Cape St. Vin¬ 
cent. I went on fhore with the Lieutenant and feveral 
others in our Pinnace, which we drove into one of the 
Coves ; and were forced to climb up a Rock , the 
alcent of which was very dangerous and trouble- 
fome; and made more fo by the Rays of the Sun,which 
were reflected with that vehemence, that the Heat was 
almoft intolierable. Having gained the top, we were 
met by an Officer and tome Soldiers, who had us into 
the Caftle, the middlemoft of the three, which are built 
along that Promontory for the Security of the Coafts, 
and entertained us with Wine, Grapes, and Marmalade. 
They told us, that a Squadron of Englijh Men of War 
failed by the Day before. We here met with two Vel- 
fels belonging to Dartmouth , laden with Fifh from New¬ 
found-land, bound for Allicant. All along the Coafts, 
at the diftance of about tw'o or three Leagues , are feve¬ 
ral Watch-towers built to give notice of Pyrates. 

Becalmed for the moft part thefe two or three days. 

5. In the Morning w r e weathered the Point of Cadiz, 
and came to an Anchor in the Bay of Bulls , about half 
a League from the great Porgoe ; and in the Afternoon 
went on fhore. We were entertained by the Englijh 
Conful, and carried by him to view the Fortifications, 
which are efteemed to be as regular as any in Chriflen - 
dom ; built in the fame place where the Town bad been 
attacked formerly by the Englijh, under the Conduft of 
the Earl of EJfex in the Reign of Q. Elizabeth. Plays 
are ufually here, as in other parts of Spain, afted on a 
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Sunday. During the time of our flay, was reprefented 
the Hiftory of the Patience of Job , the Devil brought 
upon the Stage, tempting Job’s Wife in a drolling way, 
which caufed great Laughter and Merriment among the 
Spectators. At Malaga, as the Merchants told ns, the 
Sunday before we arrived there, was afbed the Schifm of 
England in the time of King Henry the Eighth, whom the 
Spaniards will not yet forgive, for Divorcing himfelf 
from Q;_ Catherine , their Country-woman. 

9. We failed from Cadiz. 

10. This Afternoon we were forced to Anchor, not 
far from Cape Spartel or Sprat , as the Seamen call ir, 
not being able to weather the Point. 

11. This day we came to an Anchor in Tangier-Bay, 
with Sir Thomas Allens Squadron. 

Tangier lyes within the Entrance into the Strait of 
the Mediterranean, in the Latitude of about 3 5 0 , 36'. It 
is fituated in the bottom of a Bay, and is built on the 
fide of the Hill, overlooking the Sea, encompafled with 
high Walls to the Land-ward, and commanded by a 
flrong Caftle. The Heats would be very troublefome 
but for the Sea-breezes which cool and fan the Air. In 
the Caftle I met with a Roman Monument, eredfed to the 
Honour of P. Belius , a great Officer and Souldier in Tra¬ 
jan’s time; who, among his other Titles, is there fliled, 
PPO. FIG. MAURITANIAE TINGITA- 
N A E: which fince has been taken away, and prefented 
to the Univerfity of Oxen by Sir Hugh Cholmondley , and 
now ferves to adorn the Area about the Theatre. 

The Englijh have two Churches here, (though they 
only make ufe of one, the other being referved againft 
all Accidents) both of them very neat and convenient j 
though not to be compared with the Church of the 
Portuguefe , retained ftill, according to the Articles of 
Agreement, when the King of Portugal made over the 
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Right and Title, and gave the Pofleflion of Tangier to 
the Crown of England , by the Canons Regulars, belong¬ 
ing to it, which is very ftately, and adorned with rich 
Images, and fupported by Marble Pillars. Toward one 
end of the Englifh Church, juft by the Veftiary, which 
had been formerly a Turkijh Mofch , and afterward the 
Chappelof a Convent of Dominicans, is a Monumental 
Stone-Table in Arabick Ghara&ers, containing an ac¬ 
count of the Houfes, Lands, and other Revenues belong¬ 
ing to it, let up in the 743 year of the Hegira , that is, 
of Chrift 1341. The Mole is in good forwardnefs, 
they having gained above 200 yards in the Sea, in or¬ 
der to the making of a good and fafe Harbour for Ships 
to ride in. which lye open to Wind and Waves ; the out¬ 
ward fide to the Sea-ward fomewhat floping. The Gar- 
rifon is in fo good a pofture of Defence, that they defie 
Taffiletta and all his Forces. Here we met with great 
Civilities from Colonel Norwood , Deputy-Gouernour , 
and the Gentlemen belonging to theGarrifon. Sir Har¬ 
ry Mildmay and Mr. Goodland , two of King Charles the 
Firft his Judges, are here; but who have the Liberty of 
the Town. Now, at our being here, come in feveral 
Moors from Arzilla, and among the reft, the Father of 
one of Gay land's Wives, to get a Paflagefor Algiers. 

Old Tangier lyes at fome littlediftance,where they find 
very frequently in digging feveral pieces of Roman Coin. 
But for the above-mentioned, and the other Curiofities 
and Antiquities of Tangier, of which I forbear to make 
mention, from the im per fed and hafty Oblervations of 
two days, the greateft part of which being taken up by 
the Entertainment of our obliging Country-men,you may 
confult with great pleafure and latisfa&ion, a little Book 
called The prefent State of Tangier, written by a very in- 
genous Gentleman, and printed in the Year 1676. 
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[An Account of a fuppofed Current into and out of the 
Mediterrzneanpaken from this Journal, is primed 
N. 158. p. 164. of thefe Tranfattions .] 

13. We weighed out of Tangier and turned into the 
Strait, though againft the Wind. The diftance between 
Gibraltar Cape, which gives name to the Straits , and is 
joyned to the Continent of Spain and Seuta a well-built 
and ftroogly fortified Town, lying under the Hill Alyle , 
called lo by the Greeks, which the Seamen commonly 
call, as do fome Spanijh Writers , Apes-hill , from the 
great number of Apes which uled formerly to haunt 
there, (at which places Hercules is feigned to have let 
up his Pillars) may be about fix Leagues: thoughboth 
Lands lying very high (for we faw the Clouds much be¬ 
low them) it does not appear in the middle of the Cur¬ 
rent, out of a tall Ship, (barce half lb broad. 

14. Little Wind ftirring. 

iy. A great Mill all the Sea over, fo that we could 
fcarce lee three lengths of the Ship, which began to va- 
nilh in the Afternoon ; and then we deferyed the Cape 
of Malays at about four Leagues diftance ; and came to 
an Anchor that Night. The City lyes under a high 
Hill, and is the Seat of a Bilhop, who is at this time a 
Natural Son of King Vhilip the Fourth, of the Order of 
St. Dominic. Here the Merchants told us, that it had 
not rained for leven Months together, except a day or 
two for an hour : and that the Algerines, who were 
then breaking with us, had not been able to have fet 
a Fleet to Sea about two years before, if they had not 
been furnifned with Malts from England ; and that they 
were now in expectation of another Ship laden with the 
lame, notwithftanding the Rupture, which was as good 
as began. I only make a query,Whether Jews or Englifh 
Men were the Fraighters. 

Xxxx 1 6. The 
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1 6. The next Morning the Governour immediately 
returned our Salute Gun tor Gun: fbon after we weighed 
from Malaga Road, the Weather very hot. Some Rain 
fell at Night, though very moderately. In the Evening, 
after we bad failed about eighteen Leagues, we were 
becalmed. The Sea being quiet, we faw a great number 
of Tortoifes fwimming above Water, feveral Bottle-nofes, 
filh of about three yards long, and very thick , and 
Hawks flying over to the Bariary Coaft. The Hills of 
Granada were feen plainly by us, though at a great di- 
fiance. 

The Wind coming Eaflerly, we keept at Sea, beating 
and plying to and again for thefefour days, fcarce gain¬ 
ing fixteen Leagues of our way, and were forced to come 
to an Anchor in the Bay of jdera, where there is a 
ftrong Cittadel, about thirty four or thirty five Leagues 
from Malaga. 

ii. We palled by Cape de Gat a: but the Levant wind 
If ill blowing, having continued almoft in that Point for 
above tw'o Months, as we computed from what they 
had told us at Tangier , we could make but little progrefs 
in our Voyage. 

2 f .Between three and four of the Clock in the Morn¬ 
ing the Tornado’s began to blow, and the Wind violent 
for the time, with fuch continued Flalhes of Lightning 
for feveral hours, as that the whole sky feemed to be on 
fire, intermixed with terrible Claps of Thunder, after 
which followed great ftiowers of Rain. 

z6 . The Wind Rill contrary, we defcyed Cape St.Mar¬ 
tin at about fifteen Leagues difiance. Tacking about and 
fianding off to Seaward, next Morning 27. we found 
that we had loft about three Leagues of our way. 

28. We were athwart Orlando's Gap within two 
Leagues of the Shore, Cape St. Martin bearing off us 
N. by W. The Wind now Rill,* but a (welling Sea 

coming 
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coming from the Weft war d : which is ufuai before a 
Wind, which drives the Water before it. 

On Michaelmas-day we were up with the Ifland Ivica 
or Ivife, as the Mariners call it, and the Wind blowing 
fair,we flood our Courfo; and the next day at Noon we 
made the Ifland Majorca, fituate over againft the King¬ 
dom of Valentia, and came to an Anchor in the Bay of 
the City, being forced in hither for want of frefh Water. 
In the Afternoon the Boat was font on (here ; but the 
Vice-Roy would not give usPrattick.not bringing a Pa¬ 
tent from Malaga. 

Ottoh. i. The Secretary was font with the King’s Pafs 
to the Vice*Roy to demand Prattick, who prefently 
fummoned the Officers of the Sanita. After long De¬ 
bates and Delays they confented, and came to the Mole 
ro receive him. He went dire&ly to the Governour to 
acquaint him, that we were ready to Salute the City 
with what number of Guns he plestfed, if he would en¬ 
gage upon his Honour to give us as many. He replyed, 
that he would give us three for five ,• and wondered, that 
we being but a Angle Ship, Ihould make luch a Demand. 
The Secretary told him, That we were to be treated as 
an Admiral, having a Flag on our Maintop; and that 
the Governodr of Malaga had done it. To this he (aid. 
That Majorca was a Kingdom, that he was the King’s 
Reprefontative, and that by reafon of the Mifoarriage of 
his Predecefior, when Monfieur de Beaufort, the French 
Admiral, was there, he had received ftrift Orders from 
Madrid not to do the like. The Secretary replyed, 
That we had an Ambaflador on board, and had as flridt 
Orders, and fhould anfwer as feverely for the Breach of 
them. His laft Anfwer was, That we might, with our 
Sails loofo, keep before the Town, till we had formfeed 
our folves with what we wanted. Upon receiving this 
Meflage, the Ambaflador difpatched away one Jofeph 

X x x x % Galriel 
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Galriel-Cortez , a Spaniard , but employed by the £»g- 
lijh Merchants trading to that Ifland, then on board our 
Ship, to acquaint him, That when we were ready to go 
away, we would loofe our Sails, and not before. We 
landed within the Mole; the Walk upon it about four 
or five yards broad ; at the Extremity of which is a ve¬ 
ry large end (lately Gate, which leads into the City- 
We went into the great Church, fomewhat wider than 
Weftminjler-Alley, butdarkilh within: the Portal verv 
magnificent, adorned with feveral Marble Statues in 
Niches one over another. The High Altar very plain 
and unadorned: but others extraordinary rich and glo¬ 
rious. Not far from the City are feveral Mills to grind 
their Olives, Oyi being the great Commodity ot the 
Ifland. 

z. The next Morning we weighed, without taking a- 
ny kind of notice of the Town, (ailing all along in fight 
of the Ifland, which prelented us with a pleafing and de¬ 
lightful Profpedf ^ the Valleys, lying under the Hills, 
fruitful of W ine and Corn. The whole Ifland is judged 
to be about fixty Leagues in Compafs, and in length a- 
bout fifteen: which we failed from the Weftermofl: 
Point, where lyes the Ifle Dragovera, at a very little di- 
fiance to the Eaftermoft, where there is built a fmail 
Fort. To the S. S. E. Iye feveral little Iflands , called 
the Calreras ; betweeen which and Majorca we fleer¬ 
ed. 

3 We were athwart Fort Maon in Minorca ; a fine le¬ 
vel Country, having but one Hill in it jtf. W. by W. 
as it bore off us. In the Evening the Wind very 
(cant. 

4. This day, as yeflerday, exceflive hot. 

5. In the Afternoon we deferyed the Main Land of 
Proveace. 


6 .. We 
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6 . We were over-againft the Iflarids Hieres, and the 
Highland of Thoulon. 

7,8. Thefe two days becalmed ; and the Sea extraor¬ 
dinary fmooth. 

9. We were over-againft the Weftermoft part of the 
Alpes, which we diftindtly faw at about twenty Leagues 
dilhnce, and appeared far higher than the Hills of Gra¬ 
nada. 

10. We failed by Final and Ventimiglia. 

iz. We came in the Morning to an Anchor over- 
againft the Mule , and not far from the Lantern in Ge¬ 
nua. Having obtained Prattick of the Maeftri della Sa- 
nit a , after a little demur about the Salute, the Senate be¬ 
ing aflembled, and fome of them protefting upon their 
Honours, and ready to produce their Regifters, that they 
never faluted the Ship wherein was an AmbafTador of 
France or Spain , as not taking any notice of the Perfbn, 
who did bear that Character, till they had firft intima¬ 
tion, that the Ship was arrived in their Port by its falu- 
ting the Town. It was agreed that the Ship Ihould Sa¬ 
lute the Town with eleven Guns, which they were to 
anfwer, as they did, with an equal number: and after a 
little paufe, they faluted the Ambaflador with nineteen 
more, which was anfwered with as many. After this, 
the Duke and Senate fent the Mailer of the Ceremonies 
to wait upon the Ambaflador: who going away, return¬ 
ed foon after with a Prefent of Calves, Fowl, Wine, 
Sweetmeats, &c. and acquainted his Lordlhip, that they 
had deputed fix of their Gentlemen to Complement 
him, and wait upon him ; which Civility he thought 
fit to refufe, defiring to be incognito. But however, go¬ 
ing afhore, he was welcomed by the Uluftriffimi Signori, 
the Durazzo’s , two Brothers, the elder of which had 
been Ambaflador for the Republick, in the Court of Eng¬ 
land t and the other at Conflantinople y and by them car- 
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ried to fee the Villas out of Town. The figure of Genua 
is Semicircular, beginning from the Lantern Weft ward, 
lying under an high Hill, upon the rifingof which the 
feveral Houfes, built of Marble, afford a very fine Pro¬ 
pped, and add much to the Beauty and Glory of the 
place. Sirada nuova perchance is the irioft ftately Street 
in the whole World. The new Church of the Anunci- 
ata, built by the Lomellini , where a thoufand may 
go up the flairs abreaft at the fame time, for curious 
Painiing, rich Altars, and exa&nefs of Architecture in¬ 
comparable. The Duome alfo and the Church of rhe 
Jheatins very ftately and curious. Other matters I pur- 
pofely omip. 

14. In the Evening we fet Sail from Genua. 

Becalmed for the moft part thefe three days, though 
helped fomewhat forward by the Briezes that blew off 
the ihore after Sun-fet. 

18. In the Afternoon we made the I Hand Gorgonia, 
about nine Leagues from Livorne ; a little roiThd Ifland, 
with a Caftle on the top. 

19. In the Morning we came to an Anchor in Livorne 
Road, about a Mile from the Town: the Road large 
and lecure, efpecially to the Northward. The Ambaf- 
fador keeps on Board, the Governor refufing to Salute 
the Ship firft,though he had formerly faluted th t French; 
pretending that everyConvoy might carry a Flag; and 
alledging that his Mafter, the Grand Duke, was as 
great and abfolute, as the Republick of Genua : and that 
they had rather throw themfelves upon the King of Eng¬ 
land, than do a thing which might prove of fuch an ill 
Confequence. Sir John Finch , his Majefty’s Refident, 
together with Sir Thomas Baines , came from Florence to 
Complement the Ambaflador, and immediately difpatch- 
ed away a Courier to the Grand Duke about the Salute ; 
who referred the whole Affair to the Governor: and he 

making 
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making a Proteft that he was ready to pay all the Re- 
fpe <3 which was due to the Ambaffador’s Character and 
Quality, upon the fore-mentioned Pretenfions, fix days 
alter our arrival, ablolutely refufed to Salute the Snip 
firft. 

Livorne is the great Magazine of Trade for the Le¬ 
vant, being a free Port: Merchants of all Countries red¬ 
ding here, Armenians eipecially, and Jews; which latter 
enjoy great Priviledges, without wearing any diftindfc 
Mark in their Hats or Habits, whereby they may be 
known. They are allowed the publickExerciie of their 
Religion : their Synagogue large and handfome. The 
Port inward hasa Mole for the Dukes Galleys and other 
fmall VefTels to ride in : the Entrance of which is chain¬ 
ed up every Night. Hard by is the Statue of Duke Fer - 
dinand in Marble, railed upon an high Pedeftal; under 
which are four Slaves in brafs, in different Pollures, ve¬ 
ry large, and above the ordinary proportion, but done 
with exquifite and admirable Art. Two Cadies to the 
Seaward well fortified: the Town Walls very high, and 
the four Gates ftrongly guarded : below which is a Ditch 
of about fifteen or twenty yards over, and very deep. 
No Stranger is allowed to view the Works, nor Soul- 
dier permitted to come out of the Caftles. About four 
t’noufand Slaves are there, as the Merchants told us, who 
are loekt up in the Bagno every Night.The Piazza , where 
the Merchants meet,is adorned with MarblePillars,which 
fuftain the Portico’s : at the Eaft end of which is the 
great Church, whofe Roof appears' very glorious, ha¬ 
ving feveral Circles richly gilded and painted with curi¬ 
ous Figures. 

The broadStreet is paved between two and three yards 
on eachfide with Free-ftone. 
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27 In the Afternoon we weighed out of Livonie Road, 
and tailed'by the Iflands Gergonia and Capraria , feeing 
Corfica at a diftance. 

28. We lay beating at Sea all this day , the Wind be¬ 
ing contrary. 

29. This day we were forced back,the contray Winds 
{till continuing. 

30. We weighed a fecond time, and failed by three 
fmall Iflands, Capraria , Planafia, and Monte Chrifti. We 
law alfo Gigio and Sanuti , two other fmall Iflands near 
the Main : but we made but little way, by reason of ill 
Weather for four or five days. 

Novemh. 3. At Evening we faw the Eruptions of fire 
from Strorr.boli ,which lies to the NfV.of Sic/)/.Sometimes 
it flamed very bright light as a Beacon, at other times 
there appeared only a glorious kind of Light, like that of 
an ordinary Star when the Air is thick and hazy. They 
lay that it flames moll in rainy Weather. 

In the Morning we were up within a League of it’, 
and plainly perceived it to fmoke. It is of a round fi¬ 
gure, and, as we gathered, may be about three op four 
Miles in compafs. It bore W. by S. of us. Not far from 
it lye fcattered feveral other Iflands, called by the An- 
cir nts Police and Vulcanite : among which are Lipara, a 
long flattifh Ifland, and Vulcanello , which fmokes mod. 
This Afternoon we came to an Anchor in eight Fathom 
W 7 ater in the Phare of MeJJina, in themid Stream between 
Scylla and Charybdis: a violent and ilrong Current bet¬ 
ting againft us, and the Wind not high enough, fo as to 
be able to fiemm it.The breadth of the Strait from Mef- 
Jina to Rhegium may be about a League. The Land is 
very high on the Calabrian fide, where are very fteep 
Rocks, and great depth of Water, above 150 Fathom, as 
they told us: but on the Sicilian fide, near Charybdis 
Shole-water,and ufually an Eddy. On the Sandy Banks 
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(lands the Phare or Watch-tower.Several Currents meet¬ 
ing in this narrow paflage, caufe a.great riplingof the 
Water : and great quantity of Water coming in, as the 
Winds drive, in great quantity, meeting with the fhoie, 
is broken into Waves. The Eddies here are caufed by 
the meeting of the different Currents by which the Wa¬ 
ters are fometimes carried N. andfometrmes S. the great 
danger is,left they drive the Ship on either fide. We have 
had Lightning for (even or eight Nights together. 

7. We failed by /Etna, now called Mongihel^hat the 
Sea widens ten or eleven Leagues over. Now we fee 
plainly the fmoke briskly ifluing out of the Crater, the 
Limhus of which was all black. The uppermoft part of 
the Mountain was covered with Snow, except fome 
ftreaks of Alhes, as we judge, which lye as it were in 
a Gutter, fpread here and there. 

8. We efpied a Saettia at about 3 Leagues diftance,and 
making up to her,found her forfaken.The Captain fent se¬ 
veral Seamen on board, and carried the Veftei to Smyrna. 

Scanty Wind for feveral days: and the Lightning ftill 
continued. 

13. We were up with Cape Modona , the Southermoft 
Cape of the Morea, and failed by Cor on. The Land very 
high, the Hills of Arcadia lying Eaftward from us. The 
Weather exceftive hot at this time, as it is in England at 
Mdfummer. We efpied from our Maintop-maft five Sail 
of great Ships, which we fuppofed to be tripolines , who 
did not think fit to come up and fpeak with us. But af¬ 
terward we heard for certain, that they were part of the 
Venetian Fleet. 

14. We lajr for the moft part becalmed over-againft 
Cape Matapam but in the Evening the Wind blowing frefh, 
we failed between the Ifland of Cerigo and the Main 
Land of Greece; it being about three Leagues over to 
Cape Angelo. 
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15”. We entred the Arches, and fleered through the 
North Channel, leaving Melo and Antimelo on the Star¬ 
board quarter, at fbme Leagues diftance. 

16. Betimes in the Morning we were athwart Negro- 
pent, and Jailed between it and Andros. The Bocca lyes 
S. W. and N. E. 

17. We failed by Chios or Scio, which is very moun¬ 
tainous toward the middle. It is about four Leagues di- 
ftant from Cape Car aboroun,or the Cape of the black Nofe t 
as the Turkifi word fignifies, which the Seamen, in their 
ufual way of corrupting Names, call Cape Jobbernoule , 
the Corinaum of-the Ancients, a Promontory of the fa¬ 
mous Mountain Mimas, which runs along the Southern 
fide of the Bay of Smyrna. 

This day the Smyrna Fleet,from England comes up to 
us very luckily, to cur great Satisfaction and Joy. 

18. We are now got into the Bay of Smyrna,and come 
to an Anchor without the Caftle,not fat from St, Jacomos 
Point ,as the Seamen call it, or rather Sangiac Point.\n the 
Afternoon the Conful, with feveral Gentlemen of the Fa¬ 
ctory, came to wait upon my Lord Ambaflador.and de- 
fired his Lordfhip to defer his Entrance into Smyrna till 
the aoth, that he might be receiyed with greater ho¬ 
nour. That Evening we heard a great howling of Jac- 
kalls upon the Hills. 

zo.The Conful with the Nation, accompanied with his 
Druggermen and Janizaries in their Halit, together with 
feveral French, Dutch and Geneofe Merchants, refiding in 
that famous Emporium, came to the Village near the Ca- 
fUe, who there expeded us w ith Horfes. Upon our going 
afhore, the Leopard firtd 51 Guns. We made about 140 
Horfe ; and immediately upon our fetting forth,we rode 
for about 3 Miles together under the Hill to the S.fF.of 
Smyrna j the places adjoyning fet thick with Olive, Fig, 
and Almond trees, Afterwards we clambered over fome 
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rocky Afcents j but the Horfes of the Country being fure 
footed,we were in no danger of falling. Some little way 
we were forced to ride on the Sea-lhore, and foon after 
came to the Jews burying place, whofe Monuments lye 
flat upon the ground. As foon as we entred into the Ci¬ 
ty, we found the Streets full of Greeks , Armenians, Turks 
and Jem ,whom Curiofity had drawn together to fee and 
obferve our Cavalcade• the Engli/h Ships, which were in 
the Bay, firing their Guns,as we pail near the fhore. And 
fo after three hours riding the Ambaflador was brought 
to the Con ful’s Houle, where Lodgings w'ere provided for 
him. During our flay we met with not only kind , 
but very noble Entertainment from the worthy Gentle¬ 
men of the Faftory. 

Decemh. 8. We took our leave of Smyrna , being ac¬ 
companied by the Conful and Merchants on board the 
London Merchant} Capt. John Hid Commander, the Leo¬ 
pard being ordered to go no further than Smyrna , it be¬ 
ing feared in England, that if flie had failed up to Con- 
flantinople, the Turks might have preft her for their Ser¬ 
vice in Candia, which they were then befieging. 

9. This Morning we weighed betimes, and failed 
between Scio and Mitylene. But on the 

10. We w’ere forced back near the long Ifland within 
the Bay, beiog unwilling to go to Scio, the Tripolines and 
Turkijh Galleys lying there. Here we fay ten days, ex¬ 
pecting a fair Wind. 

z®. The Wind coming about and favouring us, we 
failed a fecond time between Scio and Mitylene. 

zi. We paft by Lemnos, and were up with the Ifland 
Tenets 5 a fine Champaign Country,only with oneHil! 
toward the middle of it. The Caftle to the N,E. part of 
the Ifle : over-againft which lye three fmall Iflands in a 
ftrait Line. Here we came to an Anchor. We fow the 
Ruins of Troas at a diftance, but did not think it fafe to 
goafhore. Yyyyi za.The 
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ii. The Wind coming about at $.we entred the He Be- 
fpont , which may be about two Leagues and a half over. 
The Cadies built upon *the oppofite points of Land, a- 
bout ii or 12 years before, after the great Defeat given 
the Turkifr) Arm at a at the Dardanels by the Venetians ; 
Cape Janizary on the Afian fide ; which, with the VhiU- 
um, makes a tolerable good Bay for ordinary Veflels.The 
narrowed Strait of the Hellefpont is at the two other 
Cables, diftant about fix Leagues, where it may be about 
| of a Mile wide. Thefe the Chriftians call the Darda- 
nelli ; at w hich arefituate the Towns, Sejius and Abydus, 
famous in Greek Poefie. Thefe Cadies we faluted with 
our Guns and Trumpets, as we did the fird : but'each, 
whether out of Pride,or out of Covetoufnefs,to Cave the 
Grand Signors Powder, return’d us no more than i Guns. 
The Wind blowing very fair, we (ailed into the Propontis. 

23. We pafled by St. Stephanos Point ,where w e had a 
fuli view of the S.E.A ngle of Conjlantinople, which being 
fituated upon feveral Hills to a mighty advantage, what 
with the Cyprefs-Trees intermixed, and what with the 
gilded Spiresofthe Mofchs, yielded us a very diverting and 
glorious Profpedh Palling by the Seraglio Point, which we 
diluted by a difeharge of feveral Guns,in the mid Stream 
between it and the Tophana, we came to an Anchor. 

1 6. On St. Stephens day the Ambafifador landed at 
Galata , (having before been vifited by the Earl of Win- 
chelfea, and the Merchants redding there) and was recei¬ 
ved thereby the Chiaus Batham&the Faivod of Galata , 
the Janizaries and Chiaujes attending, and was waited 
upon by them to his Palace: and loon after the Kama- 
cam, or Governor of Conflantinople , (ent an Officer to 
Complement him upon his Arrival ; the Grand Signior 
being then at LariJJa in Thejfaly. 

January z. The Ambafiadors, old and new,went over 
to Conflantinople, that Morning being affigned by the 
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Kamacam to give them Audience ; the Ch'taiu Bajha and 
other Officers attending at the Water-fide to receive them,* 
Horfes being brought thither for them and their Follow¬ 
ers to mount. This Kamakam Jufupb, a little old Man, 
had formerly been a Page of the Chamber,and chief Fal¬ 
coner, and afterwards Bajha of Silijlria. He entertained 
the AmbafTadors and their Company with Perfumes,CoF- 
fee, and Sherbet, and diftributed about fifteen Koftans 
Orrejls among them: after about an hours flay they 
took their leave. 

Being upon the Coafls of Greece about Augufi w Sep¬ 
tember 69. in the Latitude of 35°. 53'.we found by our 
Azimuth Compafs,that we had Weflerly variation there 

5«. ii'. 

The variety of Colours of the Sea-water at feveral 
times chiefly depends upon the Wind and Weather, and 
the reflexion of the Light upon it. It’s ufual and moft 
natural Colour is a deep Green: but in cloudy and Rai¬ 
ny Weather, the Surface of the Water appears blackilh. 
On the Goodwins upon the Tide of Flood, the Water was 
white, the Waves by reafon of the Shallows, meeting with 
oppofltion, and breaking into Foam, till the Flood is well 
advanced-Sometimes the Water is of a perfefi Azure co- 
lour, as we obferved for feveral Weeks in the Meditera - 
nean. The Sun fhining bright upon the Water, fome*- 
times the upper part of the Wave appears purplilh, fomc- 
times reddifh j though in Shallows perchance it may re¬ 
ceive this latter Tinfture alfo from the Sands which lye 
under it. When the Wind has frefhned, and the Ship has 
been under full Sail, I have obferved the Waves to the 
head, and at the Tides of the Ship, to appear with a pale 
kind of brightness : and at Malaga, at my return, going 
on board our Ship, which lay about half a League from 
the {bore,at Night,the Wind then at Eajl , the Boats Crew 
letting their Oar fall roughly into the Water, diverted us 
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as it were with the fight of a continued Flame, railed by 
their rowing; which I alcribe rather to the Saline Parti¬ 
cles of the Sea-water,which were then put into a violent 
Agitation,than to the Spawn Of Fifh,as fome of our Com¬ 
pany imagined. 

Sailing toward the weft of Portland, we faw feveral 
Porpifces playing with their heads above Water; which 
I mention only, becaufe the Seamen look upon them as 
forerunners of a Storm; the Wind foon after blowing ve¬ 
ry hard at N. by E. And afterwards arriving at Constan¬ 
tinople, the Wind blowing a ftiff Gale at North,l obferved 
with a pleafing kind of aftonifhment good part of the 
Propontis , that is, from the Seraglio Point toward the I- 
Uands, which lye againft the Bay of NicomediaJLatt ward 
and Sourh-Eaft from us, as far as we could fee, covered as 
it were with Porpifces, which appeared every where in 
great abundance. So that I am very apt to believe that 
Julius Solinus in Chap. 12. of his Polykiflor is to be un¬ 
derflood of Porpifces, and not of Dolphins, now properly 
focalled, though that be his word, ipeaking of the Bo- 
fphorus and Propontis : Hcec profunda Delphinas plurimos 
halent: and foon after, ante omnia nihil ve loci us hahent 
maria ,fic ut plerunque tranfuolent vela navtum. I could 
not hear that any Dolphins are caught in thole Seas by the 
Greeks, whofe poverty .added tothe love which their Na¬ 
tion has for fifh, and the advantage arifing thence,upon 
the account of their folemn Falls and Abftinences from 
all flefh, even to a wonderful ftritftnefs and fcrupulofity, 
has made them excellent Fifhermen: nor did I ever fee 
any in their Fifh-markets, or fee one of them brought to 
the Ambaffador’s Table by the Proveditore for curiofity ; 
though otherwife it is, an excellently well tailed fifh, 
Specially when fouled. I allow, that they will fwim ve¬ 
ry fwiftiy, as do the Porpifces ; and that they will fol¬ 
low a Ship for feveral Leagues together : but then they 
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fwim fomewhat deep in the Water,fometimes are catch’d, 
though not often. The Seamen have reached them with 
a Fifgig, a kind of barbed Iron, at the end of a Pole trjed 
faft to a Rope, and have made good chear with them. 
But this is only my Conjedure, with which I end my

III. A Method of Raifing an infinite Multinomial 

to any given Power t or Extra&ing any given 
Root of the fame . By Mr . Ab. De Moivre. 

’ ’TT-’IS about two Years fince , that confidering 
A Mr. Newtons Theorem for Raifing a Binomi¬ 
al to any given Power, or Extracting any Root of the 
fame ; I enquired, whether what he had done for a 
Binomial, could not be done for an infinite Multino¬ 
mial. I foon found the thing was poffible, and effected 
it, as you may fee in the following Paper ; I defign in 
a little time to fhew the Lifes it may be applied to : 
In the mean while, thole that are already vers’d in the 
Dodrine of Infinite Series, and have feen what Appli¬ 
cations Mr. Newton has made of his Theorem, may of 
themfeives derive feveral Ufes from this. 

I fuppofe that the Infinite Number Multinomial is 
az-\-bzz- i rcz , ‘-\-dz a ’~\-ez' ; &c. m is the Index of the Pow¬ 
er, to which this Multinomial ought to be Rais’d, or if 
you will, ’tis the Index of the Root which is to be Ex- 
traded : I fay that this Power or Root of the Multi¬ 
nomial, is fuch a Series as I have expreft. 

For the Underftanding of it, it is only necefiary to 
eonfider all the Terms by which the fame Power of z 
is Multiplied in order thereto I diftinguifh two things 
in each of thefe Terms; i° The Produd of certain 
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
